Sheriff Woolinghm came down from 


Monticollo early Sunday morning and 
told th° polica to look out for Amos 
Lash and Steve Wright, partners in the 
''bootlegging'' business in and about 
Cisco, who, were wanted on United 
States district court warrants for selling 
liquor out of bottles without license. 
Woolington told the Decatur officers 
thai both Lash and Wright were well 
armed and that they could not bo han- 
dled cii&ily. All 
of the officers wero 


pasted, and Deputy Sheriff Sam Holmes 
knew that the men were wanted. It 
was believed that the excursion train 
From Champaign might bring the two 
the city to attend the catnp meeting, 
and a sharp lookout was kept for them 
and other crooks. 


Deputy Holmes came across Lash 


on Water street, near Brenneman&Go's, 
saloon. Heshadowedhimfor.a short time, 
expecting to find help somewhere in a, 
;ow moments; but there was not an of- 
leer in Right, and very few people at 
ihat time near the saloon.

;hrou<jh fear that Lash would attempt 
:o got away, Holmes stepped up to him 
:>laecd him tinder arrest. 
Lash didn't 


move and said, "I guess not. You can't 
;ako mo, for I'll not be put in jail alive." 
rlolmcs answered- in u joking manner, 
stating that he would have to go. and 
go quietly. J5uth men stood talking to- 
;<'the'r ten or iiftccn minutes. Holmes 
ill the tiiii'> looking up and down the 
street looking for an officer, but norw 
c.ime thiit way. He spoke to two pass 
ersby 1o assist him in taking Lash to 


ail, but 1.1.ny passed on, apparently not 
lemripg the command. At last Holmes 
'ot tned (,f U'lking and concluded to 
take La.Ji aior.g. and Lash moved off j 
with him (D the corner of the National! 


nk of iJcvitur. At that point Lash 


broke ,i\v;tj suddenly and started on a 
un \vrsf on Prairie street. Looking 
lorth 
Holmes 
saw Officer 
Simeral 


alighting from a car at North street. He 
was motioned to go west, and Holmes 
it out atter Lash, who with his left 
laud pullod a revolver from his hip 
rocket as he, passed thy Henry Ebert 
candy store. 
At the same time Holmes 


whipped oat his revolver. Lash turned 
north in the alley beyond the H. Mueller 
& Co. gun store, and as Holmes ran into 
the alley after him Laeh turned and 
ired a bullet at him. The missile of 
death passed through the left leg of 
Holmes' trousers near the ankle, and 
fJolmes kept on running, firing repeat- 
edly on the fugitive, who turned west on 
reaching William street. 


A COWARDLY ACT. 


The firing of the revolvers caused a 


number of people to run into the street, 
among them Carlton Shidler, a young 
man 20 years of ago, who heard 
;he shooting in the alley and came down 
out of his mother's room in the two 
story brick on North Main street, oppo- 
site the Priest homestead property. He 
came down bareheaded and in his shirt 
sleeves to go across to the alley, but he 
turned nortli past the Syndicate Block, 
r.'.d reached William street, just as Laeh 
closely pursued by Holmes went north 
on the eidmralk toward -the postoffiee. 


ash reached the old Nebinger lot and 


turned to the east at that point with 
holmes and Shid'er then in front of the 
xwtoffiee. Lash turned back after dis- 
appearing from view north ofthe Colum- 
bia Block, and came on the walk almost 
lolliding with Shidier, who dropped 02 
lis knees as lash pointed his revolver at 


. He partly arose near the small 


sidewalk stand which stood in front of 
theSanford & Akera furniture store, 
and 
just 
then 
-with 
his 
left 


arm raised, Lash fired at the young man 
patting a bullet into hia body. Lash 
then turned about and fled, jumping 
over into* the lot on which stands the 
brick house occupied by Her. D. F. 


Howe and family, dashing eastward with 
Holmes close behind keeping Lash in 
sight. Holmes had emptied his revol- 
vers before reaching William street in 
the chase, but nevertheless he 
wu°> de- 


termined to take chances and catch his 
man if he could. 


OAME TO TH£ LAHT. 


Lash as he ran could see the streets 


and alley tilling with pursuers hot on 
his trail, and he took refugo in some tall 
sweat corn growing at the back end of j 
the Howe lot. Holmes saw him crouching 
in the corn, and just then Officer Sim- 
eral came into the rear of the lot from 
the alleylookingforthefugitive. Holmes 
stood in full view of Lash, and with 
empty revolver in hand he called to 
Simeral to shoot or the fellow would 
shont him. At the same time Lash fired 
u shot Sit Holmes, the bullet striking the 
Howe kitchen, glancing off and just 
grazing Holmes' back. 
Simeral then 


caught sight of Lash, who had turned 
to get a bead on the officer. Simeral 
dodge J behind :tn oulhnuso just in time 
to escape the bullet fired at him, and 
then Siuiefiil fired at Lash twice, the 
second bullet passing through the sec- 
ond and third lingers of the desperado's 
left hand, in which he had the revolver.

hustling the prisoner away, prevented 
Judge Lynch from executing immediate 
pujpiehment. 


At the jail it was found that the in- 


juries received by Lash were only flei-h 
wounds, a bullet through the calf.of the 
left leg fired by Holmes in the alley and 
the hand wound inflicted by Simeral. 
Lash had a Colt's 38 calibre revolver on 
his person with four chambers empty. 
It waS reported that he had a 22 revolver 
also on his person but it could. not be 
found. Dr. M. H. Farmer was brought 
to the jail to dress Lash's injuries. 
He 


was in a sulky mood and would not talk 
freelv.

SHIDLEK'H INJURIIIS. 


Friend* turned to the aid of Voung 


Shidlrr, and he wan laken to the home 
of his mother, Mrs. Katie Shidlor, who 
resides with her daughter, Mrs. Hofier, 
arltt Ler brother, William Potter.

Sanderh attended the 
young man. lie was shot juxt above 
the itft collar bone, the |,ball a; parent 1} 
going through the (jack of the neck, 
lodginij on the ri:jht tide ur hi-in.'t car- 
ried downward by coming in contact 
with a muscle or a bone.

He 
is a well built and handsome young man 
who chased Lash mainly out of curi- 
osity to run against a bullet. Few men 
would have taken the cb.anc.is he did, 
and scarcely anybody would have gone 
as far as Deputy Holmes did in follow- 
ing a desperado, who h^d pent bullets 
flying at his head.

extinguished the flames. A cigar stub, 
thrown among rubbish, started the 
fire. 


Anson was showing the visitors how

1,600 
of them in the seats and 9,000 


witnessing the game altogether. The 
breaking out of the fire caused a gen- 
eral rush of people in that p-irt of the 
ground to the top of the stand to take 
u look as there was no longer any game 
in progress. In a few minuU-s they 
realized the danger of their position 
and broke for the narrow exits, which 
had already filled with smoke. 


The spectators who were in the 


grand stand and on the bleachers were 
at a safe distance from the fire and got 
away into the field without any mis- 
hap. From that position they wit- 
nessed the dcstractiou of the stand and 
the serious plight of the other U'v> 
fortunate spectators.

piles of paper and other rubbish thrown 
around provided fuel for the ttames 
which gained on the imprisoned men 
twfore they know it.

years ago yesterday a band of sturdy 
\\arriorsunder command of Gen An- 
thony Wayne were cutting their wav 
throuph the great forests of the nortK- 
west, between Greenville and this city, 
to recover the ground lost by the dis- 
astrous campaign of Gen. St Clair and 
effect a settlement with the Indians at 
any cost 
A fe n days later, on August 


S, 1T94. Gen. Uayne stood at the conflu- 
ence of the Aliamis, Maumee and Au- 
glai/.e rivers, and defied the English, 
Indians and all the devils in hell to 
take the fort he had established. 
Within the nest few hours a message 
was dispatched to Gen. Washington, 
which read: "We have taken posses- 
sion of the great emporium of the In- 
dians of the northvs est without loss of 
blood." 


To-day's sun sliines upon the repro-

Violence Employed to Overrlda u Decree of 


Court—A lately Fight. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—There was a lively 


encounter last night in the Windsor 
theater, on North Clark street, be-

Pinkerton custodians, stage 


hands and a force of professional fight- 
ers hired for the occasion by M. B. 
Leavitt, who has been the lesse of the 
place of amusement for tho last five 
years. Prank I. Stern, who became 
the owner of the building three years 
ago. made a new lease with Leavitt, so 
he claims, but afterwared entered into 
a more profitable contract for the nse 
of the theater. 


Leavitt refused to surrender posses-

Since the recent tests of cannon 


wound with wire, machinists have 
been trying to apply the same principle 
o winding big fly wheels with paper. 
t was found to be almost impossible to 
create a fracture in the wire bound can- 
non with the heaviest of explosives. 
The reason, that the same plan is being 
applied to fly wheels is undoubtedly 
iccause so many wheels have burst 
during the past few years. Instead of 
vinding with wire, however, the idea is 
;o use paper. The wooden skeleton of 
he big wheel is put, in a revolving 
rame and the sheets of inanilU paper 
vound around it with application-* of 
glue between. Nearly one hundred 
ayers are wound on. The work is not 
:ostly. A cheap wheel results. Ay 
iccident is liable -o happen b-, which 
he load is suddenly taken off tae en- 
fine, when the speed run1- up with 
:*reat velocity, and unless tho engineer 
s at hand t-> stop the encrme quiokly 
he wheel K likely to burst by ccntri- 
ugal force.

IDEAL TRAINING OF A BOY. 
One Particular la Wblch the Kindergarten 


Sjutma I* Wrong. 


All experience, I believe, shows that 


the early stages of education can be 
far better carried out in the family, 
under the eyes of parents, than in the1 
school or even the public kindergarten. 
A child's character is practically formed 
for good or evil during the first seven 
years of its life, and it is then that the 
utmost thoughtfulness and watchful- 
ness on the part of parents are de- 
manded. During this time education 
should, as far as possible, be uncon- 
scious and, therefore, be carried on by 
those methods and means which may 
be applied unconsciously. 
A child 


ought not to learn consciously any- 
thing that it can learn unconsciously,' 
never be instructed in anything that it 
can acquire by imitation or habitua- 
tion. It is the failure to observe this 
principle that is the crowning defect 
of the Froebelian kindergarten system, 
as it is practiced in America. It may. 
| be set down as a general truth that all 
knowledge or habit consciously ae-, 
quired is prosaic, insecure and dead, 
compared 
with that which comes 


through unconscious imitation. It is 
the latter that is the storehouse of poe- 


j try. The daily life of the family, with 
its manners, conversation, occupations, 
and interests is now tho main teacher; 
and a<4 this is, so will the world and 
life of the child be. 


The stupidly sentimental notion that 


the child must under any circumstances 
have a "good time" (as the vulgar 
phrase is) causes many parents to allow 
their children to follow their natural 
caprices, wasting their interest and af- 
fection upon trival or even hurtful 
things, and disregarding those that are 
worthy and beneficial. There is noth- 
ing that the child is so thankful for im 
the long run as the careful and kindly 
training of his affections; there is noth- 
ing that contributes to his moral youth 
and happiness. Closely connected with 
the result of this training is that self- 
control which is the essential element 
in moral autonomy. In the child this 
takes the forms of sustained attention, 
and courage to carry out his wishes in' 
defiance of difficulties and instinctive 
shrinki ngs, forms both of which will 
be found of the utmost value in tho 
subsequent course of education.

The latter is always 
to be strongly deprecated as tending' 
to render boys not only unpatriotic, 
but always insensible to what consti- 
tutes the worth of American life. There 
is nothing which so sharply distin- 
guishes American boys from all others 
as their freshness and purity of life, and 
these qualities are likely to suffer from 
contact 
with European — especially 


with French and German—boys. An

American 
is nearly 


always a moral eunuch.—Thomas Da- 
vidson, in Forum.
